Declines tp Discuss General 
I ' '^Eagan'i; Awfuli Roast.''-'' : 


HE BAYS EE WILL BIDE HIS

.Commissary General Eagan before the

been, .recalled to answer the charges of 
Miles concerning the commissary sup- 
plies furnished the army during the 
recent '-war. 
: The subject in controversy was Q/en- 
eral i Miles already famous ^'embalmed 
beef" testimony and the letters and 
documents 
supporting 
it 
General 


Miles had charged that the canned and 
refrigerated meats sent to the army 
in Cuba and Porto Rico were inferior; 
that they were preserved by the^ use 
of chemicals and that they had "been 
bought and sent, to the army under. 
pretense of an experiment." This 're- 
flection upon both the ability and hon- 
esty of the: commissary department had 
angered General Eagan and caused 
him to request to be recalled to reply 
to General Miles' charges.

The witness denied the charges. and 


scathingly denounced Miles, wham he 
repeatedly called an infamour liar : and 
unfit to associate, with.' men. 


Statement of Principal*. 


After the hearing was over, General 


Eagan refused to say whether he had 
any further move in prospect 5n forc- 
ing an issue between himself and Gen- 
eral Miles. "I have said all I intend 
to say for the present," he replied, 
"and if any one wants to bring the 
matter to a courtmartial I am ready 
f o r that too."

As soon as the^nature of General 


Eagan's; statements .became known at- 
tention jWas directed '.to army head- 
quarters to ascertain/what move would 
be made by General Miles.

statement, saying that now was not 
the time for talk and that .before 
taking any action it would be only 
proper and necessary to watt until' he 
had had an opportunity to receive 
through the regular channels and -to 
consider the testimony furnished by1 
General Eagan.

A BET OF QEKTLEMEff. 


General Brecklnrldce on the Needs of 


the War Department. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—Inspector Gen- 


eral Joseph C. Breklnridge, in discuss- 
ing the testimony of General Eagan 
before the war investigating commis- 
sion, said: 


"I will tell you what is the trouble. 


What we need in the war department 
Is a set of gentlemen. In every war 
this country has had, we hav« found 
that_ the war' department was not a 
unit with the army, but a sort ot 
segregated factor working out its liir 
dependent power. Headed by the sec- 
retary of war, a cabinet officer, the war 
department has became filled, at least 
partly so, with a coterie of men who 
cling to each other, held together by 
the bond, of mutual Interest, and are 
thus forcedInte"a position which be- 
comes one of ppea hostility to the 
rank and file of the army. 


"That is the trouble now. Take 


these men at the war department, such 
men as Eagan. If he were the gen- 
tleman" he ought to be, "such'a dis- 
graceful situation 
as the one with 


which we are now confronted could 
never hare ' arisen. I believe this 
Eajan affair Is one of "profound ser- 
iousness.
